The inventions are distinct, each from the other because of the following reasons: 

2. Inventions I and II are related as process of making and product made. The inventions 
are distinct if either or both of the following can be shown: (1) that the process as claimed can be 
used to make other and materially different product or (2) that the product as claimed can be 
made by another and materially different process (MPEP § 806.05(f)). In the instant case the 
process forms a substrate comprising a recording liquid however the product does not require a 
recording liquid and can be made by a different process. 

3. Because these inventions are distinct for the reasons given above and have acquired a 
separate status in the art as shown by their different classification, restriction for examination 
purposes as indicated is proper. 

4. This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed opaque coating composition: 

a. the combination of a monomeric polyacid and a monomeric polybase 

b. the combination of a monomeric polyacid and a polymeric polybase 

c. the combination of a polymeric polyacid and a monomeric polybase 
The following further election is required: 
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In addition to the election above, one compound must be selected for each of the 
compounds (i.e. monomeric polyacid, monomeric polybase, polymeric polybase, polymer 
polyacid) from the various compounds instantly claimed.
